Once the steam really got going, clams and other 
items were placed on top in wooden boxes and steamed. 
The entire setup was impressively large, about the size of 
four picnic tables back-to-back. A pitchfork lay in a giant 
pile of seaweed which would occasionally be used to feed 
the steaming piles of rocks and wood. The seaweed gives 
the food a salty flavor, which is the goal of a true New 
England clambake. 

"It's quite a procedure, which has been perfected 
over the years,'' said Michael Lopes, a retired Department 
of Public Works employee for the town. While guests ate 
and enjoyed each other's company, music played from 
a sound system with oldies and classics like "Midnight 
Train to Georgia" by Gladys Knight and the Pips. 

All funds raised through the event support 
the programs run by the VFW and fund the ongoing 
maintenance of their facility. 

"Our project this year is to repave our driveway," 
said Rodney Hunt, Co-Chairman of the clambake. K.C. 
Barrows and Hunt organized the event with the help 
of many volunteers who boiled water for the corn and 
handled the clam steaming station. It was clear that the 
VFW excelled at organization and timing for all of the 
food to be ready at the same time. 

The Ladies Auxiliary booth, controlled by Joyce 
McWilliams, a past state president, offered a 50/50 raffle 
and 10 gift baskets that were raffled off. McWilliams noted 
that she cut out and framed the recent Wanderer article 
naming Rodney Hunt as the winner of the Keel Award for 
Marion. 

"It's inside the VFW on the bulletin board so 
everyone can see it," McWilliams said. "Rodney is our 
mainstay" 

In talking about the VFW Ladies Auxiliary, 
McWilliams said, "We help them, and they help us." Last 
year, the Ladies Auxiliary donated 266 small American 
flags to schoolchildren in the community, donated to local 
hospitals and offered a Voice of Democracy scholarship to 
local students.

project last November. ''After we came up with the final 
draft, we found a font we liked and gave it to Graphic 
Design, and they printed out full-size stencils/' 

From there, Richard said the students hand-cut 
the steel letters, which were then welded to the cross 
beams that they had measured to the two wooden 
poles already in existence at Gate A of the Fairgrounds. 
Fortunately for the crew of volunteers, the final product 
fit well to the poles, and shortly after finishing the 
archway in early June, it was hung using a bucket truck 
and a logging truck owned by volunteer Dave Grime. 
Richard said that students from every grade worked on 
the project, and that surprisingly, his freshman students 
did about 50 percent of the welding on it.

"All of the classes had a little piece of it/' Richard 
said, ''and if it wasn't for the freshmen, I don't think we 
would have gotten it done." 

So far, the sign has gotten a great response from 
those who have seen it, including some people from the 
Westport Country Fair who recently visited the site. 

"The comments [on the sign] have been 
unbelievable," said Mike Forand, who volunteers there 
regularly and who also teaches the Electrical shop at Old 
Colony.

DOGS AND PICKUP TRUCKS 

My dog loves to ride in the cargo area of our pickup truck. 
He is a big dog with a heavy coat. My question is how cold is 
too cold to let him travel in the hack? 
I fear that you may be worried about garter snakes in 
a rattle snake pit. Hundreds of dogs die annually from 
jumps from pickup truck cargo beds. Dogs see another 
dog and want to play, they lean over the edge too far 
or are thrown out during an emergency avoidance ma- 
neuver or accident. Fractured legs are also common. 

If you must keep the dog in the cargo bed con- 
sider a cap. It will provide safety from jumping as well 
as windchill. 

The temperature that can be tolerated by any 
specific dog varies massively and depends to a large 
degree on acclimation. A dog that is kept outdoors in a 
dog house will be able to stand much colder conditions 
for longer than a housepet.

Rochester town residents has led to several calls intended 
for the Animal Control Office to end up at a residence 
instead. 

Representatives of the League of Women Voters, 
who put the Blue Book together, were on hand at the 
meeting, and apologized for the mistake. Officials noted 
that the number should be 508-763-5112. The business 
line for the Rochester Fire Department was also listed 
incorrectly and should be 508-763-2611. 

Fire Chief Scott Weigel was also on hand at 
the meeting to discuss several financial issues that the 
department faces in the future, although members of the 
Finance Committee who were expected to be on hand at 
the meeting were not present. 

According to Weigel and Town Administrator 
Richard LaCamera, the current generator at the 
department is "out of commission," and it would take 
about $3,500 to repair the 25-year-old generator. Weigel 
requested $14,900 for a new generator. 

"This is an absolute necessity," said LaCamera. 
"We have to have this. I apologize to you Scott for [the 
Finance Committee] not having been here." 

The Board made a decision to requests the 
Finance Committee's attendance at the next Selectmen's 
meeting later this month. 

Weigel also said that their current ladder truck 
is "failing quickly," and that they've recently looked at a 
ladder truck from Boston to replace it at a cost of around 
$75,000. 

"Our older unit is a 1972, and the estimated repair 
is about $35,000, said Weigel. "I wanted to make [the 
Finance Committee] aware of what we have and what 
we're looking into. It's just a much safer truck than what 
we're working with now." 

He added that the Boston Fire Department 
was holding the truck for them until they could make a 
decision on the potential purchase.

the public/' Silva said. He pointed out that Mass 
Environmental Health Agency had a great pamphlet that 
could be stuffed in water bills, helping to enlighten the 
public about the importance of cleaning up after dogs.

Board if they had reviewed the bylaws that Fairhaven has 
in place, and said that its signs seem to be working well 
for that town, especially around the bike path area. 

In other news, Gagne shared with the Board that 
state funding is available for what is titled "Mattapoisett 
Corridor Improvements'' for Main Street, Water Street, 
Beacon Street and Marion Road. MassDot's Highway 
Division Project Review Committee has deemed the 
Mattapoisett project eligible for Federal aid. The amount 
is estimated at $3.75 million for construction, police 
details, engineering, contingencies and participating 
utility relocation. The town would be responsible for 
design, right of way acquisition and environmental 
permitting. 

In a letter Gagne shared with the public dated 
July 29 from MassDot, it is noted that the eligibility 
designation is not a commitment of funding. There are 
several additional layers of government agencies whose 
agreement is needed to secure funding, such as Southeast 
Massachusetts Metropolitan Planning Organization 
(MPO), Southeastern Regional Transit Authority (SRTA), 
Greater Attleboro Taunton Regional Transit Authority 
(CARTA) and Southeast Regional Planning & Economic 
Development District (SRPEDD). 

Regarding the Town landfill photovoltaic 
proposals, EMI Energy of Boston has been selected and 
will be meeting with Gagne in the coming days to enter 
into an agreement.

Energy, who have proposed a compressed natural gas 
refueling station at the SEMASS facility at 141 Cranberry 
Highway The station would service both waste haulers 
and public vehicles on separate islands. 

''Our primary customer base is the local 
community/' Covanta engineer Larry Swartz said. "The 
refuse collection industry is aggressively pursuing CNG 
vehicles, not just because of environmental concerns, but 
because it's cheaper than diesel. The last three years have 
seen a grounds well of interest." 

Johnson expressed concerns about traffic, while 
Planning Board member Gary Florindo said the safety of 
the surrounding neighbors "is the most important thing 
for me. Explosions, maintenance and containment." 

Swartz said "the heavy truck traffic will be about 
the same as it is today. It's a fast fuel process." He pointed 
out that haulers will use an existing employee access 
road, but told the Planning Board that the company 
would present officials with either a new traffic study or 
apply for a waiver. 

Clean Energy's Drew Drummond, meanwhile, 
addressed Florindo by saying that the station will tap 
into an existing National Grid gas line, keeping 3,600 
pounds of CNG above ground at any given point and 
drawing gas up only when tanks are low. There will be 
no transport of gas, he told the Planning Board, and said 
the 24/7 facility will use emergency protocols that the 
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company's "400-plus stations throughout the county" 
already use. Drummond added that waste haulers using 
CNG are 90 percent quieter than those using diesel. 

"It's ideal for trash, transit and localized fleets," 
Drummond said. 

The Planning Board decided to conduct a site visit 
on September 7. Rochester engineer Ken Motta will visit 
the site earlier to inspect storm-water infrastructure. 

Finding Compromise in Solar Bylaw 

Marion Planning Board 
By Joan Hartnett-Barry 
A three-hour Special Meeting on a proposed 
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solar bylaw was held by the Marion Planning Board on 
Monday evening. Four members of the Marion Energy 
Management Committee attended, with much back and 
forth discussion about issues such as screening ground- 
mounted solar systems and the allowable size of a 
ground-mounted or roof system. 

Bill Saltonstall, a member of the Energy 
Management Committee, was the only individual who 
actually has a solar installation at his home, and his 
knowledge helped the Planning Board and those in 
attendance understand some of the complex mathematics 
around the size and energy generation of a solar 
installation. 

The two committees are trying to hammer out the 
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wording of the proposed bylaw, which they hope to bring 
to a vote at the fall Town Meeting on Monday, October 28. 

In discussion, the Planning Board focused on the 
visual impact upon abutters, while the Energy Committee 
focused on the need for alternative energy for the future. 
That dichotomy appeared to be the root difference 
between the two committees in the discussion at the 
meeting. 

John Rockwell reminded everyone in attendance 
that the reason the town is even considering a bylaw is 
because of our country's massive use of foreign oil and 
the impact of global warming on the planet. 

"We had a war in Kuwait, the Bouchard oil 
spill in Buzzards Bay, we made part of the Middle East 
very rich and we are dealing with a prediction that 20 
percent of the earth's species will become extinct due to 
global warming,'' Rockwell said. "We need solar energy 
everywhere." 

Some progress was made as the two committees, 
with public input, worked out the details, but the six-page 
document presented by the Planning Board required more 
discussion. 

One of the issues discussed was a ground- 
mounted solar installation in the front yard of a Marion 
resident. The proposed bylaw, as presented by the 
Planning Board, did not allow it. But, after hearing from 
various members of the Energy Management Committee, 
Planning Board member Steve Gonsalves remarked that 
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''we are cutting off a percentage of the Marion population 
that may have a front yard exposure to the sun and we 
should not deny them the right to install a system, as long 
as it is screened from the public . . . this is a democracy/' 

After much informative discussion, the Planning 
Board and members of the Marion Energy Committee 
reached an accord on many issues and those will be 
incorporated into the proposed bylaw. Future meetings 
will be held, with the public invited, to determine how 
Marion will address a solar bylaw. Both the Marion 
Planning Board and the Marion Energy Committee are 
seeking public input on this issue. 
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Crowd Comes for Roads Discussion 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

This wasn't a dog's day of summer type of 
evening for the Mattapoisett Conservation Commission. 
With numerous items on the night's agenda and a full 
house of residents waiting to be heard, the Commission 
got down to business. 

First up was Natalie Richard of 4 Sagamore Road, 
who sought approval to construct a building addition to 
an existing residence. This small addition would allow 
Richard to have a washing machine for the first time 
ever, now that her home is connected to the public sewer 
systems. Richard received approval to move forward. 

The town of Mattapoisett had several road 
repaving projects; Jowick Street, Linhares Avenue, Church 
Street and Pepper Bush Lane. All projects were granted 
approval with considerations put in place for wetland 
protection as needed in those areas, which fall under the 
purview of the Commission. 

The Jowick Street project consists of 200 feet of 
repair and repaving, including the removal of a vegetated 
island in the middle of the cul-de-sac, which restricts 
snow plows. 

Another road project is Linhares Avenue, which 
includes 600 feet of total repair and repaving. 

Finally, the largest of the road projects consists 
of Church Street from North Street to Route 6 and all of 
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Pepper Bush Lane. Wetland considerations will be made. 
Barry Denham, who was present throughout the evening, 
said, ''These streets have not been repaved since 1979-80.'' 
Denham added that residents will be pleased with the 
finished results versus the deteriorated conditions of the 
roads presently. 

A number of residents had come out to hear about 
the extent of the roadwork that the town is proposing. 
Having lived through various other projects that required 
the roads to be torn up, they expressed some concern. In 
the end, all seemed satisfied that the work was needed 
and the end result an improvement. 

Next, Mary Flaherty, 4 Woodland Avenue, 
represented by Bob Field of Field Engineering, applied 
for a notice of intent to construct a single family dwelling, 
slab on grade, with associated driveway, utilities and 
landscaping within FEMA flood Zone AE. This parcel 
is a grandfathered lot falling under earlier setback 
requirements, which several abutters expressed surprise 
over. They also questioned how this new structure would 
ultimately impact storm water run-off. Field will return 
with updated plans as requested by the Commission that 
will show some minor compromises to help minimize the 
impact on the neighbors. The discussion is continued until 
August 26. 

June Smith and Kenneth Shwartz of 49 
Mattapoisett Neck Road came before the Commission 
with a notice of intent proposing to install deck footings 
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within the footprint of an existing deck to be renovated. 
Bob Field represented the applicants and said there will 
be siltation control and other wetland protecting materials 
such as hay bales. The applicants received permission to 
continue. 

Next came Jon Ruel, 1 Atkinson Way, with a 
request for determination of applicability to repave an 
existing driveway and repair an old drain. 

Denham said, ''Dr. Ruel has contacted me many 
times; Fve told him he needs an engineer to find out 
about the drainage as it now exists and how its going to 
impact town storm drainage.'' 

This private roadway and surrounding lots 
apparently have drainage but no one presently knew 
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exactly where those pipes are located or how they drain 
into the public system. Acting Chairman Bob Rogers 
said, 'Td like to get it documented - before we do 
anything. The application requires a notice of intent not 
determination of applicability due to the severity of the 
drainage problems.'' 

He advised the contractor working for Ruel to 
''come back with a plan that shows the driveway." Once 
the Commission receives assurance that the repaving 
project will stay within the present design and that the 
drainage will not be disturbed at this point in time, the 
applicant was assured he could move forward. This item 
is also continued until August 26. 

David Nicolosi, 5 Perkins Lane, continued 
discussion about his notice of intent for intermittent 
stream crossing, road construction and four point source 
discharges. Nicolosi has been in contact with the various 
wildlife heritage groups and management programs 
due to the issue of Box Turtle habitat disturbance from 
his proposed housing development project. Nicolosi 
has several options that he can exercise to stay within 
the state's guidelines of habitat preservation. He can 
pay hefty fees per acre to simply move forward without 
regard for the animal, or he can swap two acres of land 
for one at another location. He wanted the Commission to 
know what he had learned through his research and that 
he was not prepared to make a decision, although he was 
leaning toward the land swap plan as the most tenable. 
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Baywatch Close to Final Permitting 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

The permitting of Baywatch Realty Trust's 
complex off of Front Street (Route 105) is close to 
completion after a review of revised plans at the Marion 
Zoning Board of Appeals meeting held on Thursday 
evening. 

The entity is winding down its lengthy effort to 
construct a 96-unit affordable housing complex under 
Chapter 40B with associated parking areas, on-site and 
off-site utility connections, storm water management 
infrastructure and related mitigation measures. The 
recently revised plans proposed a repositioning of a 
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portion of the entrance driveway in order to eliminate the 
need for a bridge over wetlands. 

At the prior meeting, held on July 26, the Board 
heard a thorough presentation by Kenneth Steen, Kenneth 
Steen Real Estate Inc., and Edward Gless, Existing Grade, 
representing Baywatch Realty Trust, which showed a 
revised plan eliminating a bridge entry and presenting 
new access on land adjacent to The Wave Restaurant that 
was recently acquired from owner Todd Zell. 

The revised plans show an access point coming in 
and on property adjacent to the restaurant parking area, 
now in a wooded area. None of the existing parking of 
The Wave Restaurant would be impacted by the project. 

The public is welcome to view the plans, which 
contain considerable changes, at the Town House. The 
Board closed the hearing and will take the request under 
advisement, and a decision could be made at the next 
Board meeting. 

Next up was a continued hearing on a request 
by Kathleen Mahoney 40 Dexter Road, to allow 
the demolition and reconstruction of an existing 
nonconforming single-family dwelling located at the 
corner of Wilson Road and Dexter Road. The property 
recently received the go-ahead for a reconstruction of a 
pier. 

The new proposed dwelling will be six feet higher 
than the existing structure, which will be demolished. 
Due to the raising of the foundation, the height of the 
structure will go from 15.4 feet to 32 feet. 

In Marion, the bylaws state than no residential 
unit can be higher than 35 feet. Two letters from abutters 
were read and were in support of the project. The Board 
closed the hearing and will take the request under 
advisement. 

In other business, the Board approved a pending 
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case for Christopher and Meredith Shachoy for a Special 
Permit to allow the demolition and reconstruction of an 
existing nonconforming single-family dwelling, which 
will decrease the current nonconformity but increase the 
building area and volume. The property is located at 16 
South Street.

Elysium, Starring Matt Damon and Jodie Foster. Di- 
rected by Neill Blomkamp. Running time: 109 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

"Late in the 21st century/' we're told at the 
beginning of Elysium, "Earth is diseased, polluted, and 
vastly overpopulated." Late? How about early in the 21st 
century? But Elysium's director, Neill Blomkamp (District 
9), has anticipated this objection: "This isn't science fic- 
tion," he has said. "This is today This is now" Okay, so 
"now" is 2154, and humanity has been divvied up into 
two categories. The rich and powerful live in Elysium, a 
shining Club Med in the stars, where well-fed but slim 
people relax in their pools and tuck themselves into a 
Med-Pod whenever illness comes knocking. The poor and 
powerless are stuck on Earth, slaving away as cogs in a 
military-industrial machine. Elysium is an unapologetic 
Occupy film on a grand scale, a 99%-vs.-l% heroic fable 
that I dearly wish was more satisfying. But the narrative 
proceeds in frustrating stops and starts, and it cribs from 
too many of its predecessors to stand alongside them hon- 
orably. 

The hero is Max Da Costa (Matt Damon), a former 
felon turned scut-worker on the grungy skillet of Earth. 
Accidentally dosed with a massive amount of radiation 
at work. Max does not, to our surprise, turn into a Marvel 
superhero; he's given five days to live (during which time 
his meds will keep him stabilized enough to continue 
working until he drops). Max's only hope is to make it 
somehow to Elysium and avail himself of a Med-Pod, but, 
to paraphrase Boromir, one does not simply walk into 
Elysium; spacecrafts attempting to enter Elysium airspace 
illegally tend to get shot down. So Max and some fellow 
malcontents hatch a plot to sheathe the weakened Max 
in an exoskeleton, kidnap a CEO (William Fichtner), and 
transfer data from his brain to Max's. A lot of our time 
seems to sink into watching Max trying to begin to prepare 
to go to Elysium, when what we want is to see him up 
there already, junk-punching one-percenters. 

Damon is fine if a bit colorless, and when Max 



has a change of heart prompted by the cute-as-a-button 
leukemia-stricken daughter of his childhood sweetie, it's 
more or less all over for Max as an interesting character 
The little cherub regales Max with the story of a meerkat 
helped out by climbing a hippo, and Max asks "What's in 
it for the hippo?" I longed for an anti-hero along the lines 
of S.D. Bob "Snake" Plissken, who wouldn't ask that be- 
cause he knows there's nothing in it for the hippo. Snake 
was heroic inadvertently; Max is heroic because he's at the 
center of a $98 million movie. 

There's more going on with satellite characters 
like Spider (Wagner Moura), a hacker who helps Max fill 
his head with data, and Fichtner 's CEO, a man of such 
faultless calm that he informs his security robots dur- 
ing the kidnapping, "They are armed. I would like them 
dead." There's also Sharlto Copley, star of Blomkamp' s 
District 9, as a scurvy and insane mercenary whose South 
African accent jabs the air with hostility and, on rare oc- 
casions, achieves comprehensibility. "I always wanted a 
woff," he shouts; cut to me in the audience going "Wait, 
whatl Is that futuristic dialect? ... Oh. Oh, he means wife." 
As for second-billed Jodie Foster, who plays the ice- 
blooded Secretary of Defense of Elysium, she has a fine 
old time developing her own goofy accent and luxuriating 
in suavely callous evil. Her performance will inevitably be 
summed up as "bad" in some quarters, but those quarters 
need to get out more often. She's a hoot. 

Blomkamp' s District 9, one of the best of its year, 
spun an intriguing almost-allegory out of aliens living 
among humans. The characters were fresh, the viewpoint 
fresher We welcomed a new voice to science-fiction cin- 
ema. But Elysium has no particular voice. It's too clotted 
with plot and strategy. As with the recent Antiviral, the 
premise outpaces the lumbering story — we may ask why 
we're watching this story. What's life like on Elysium? It 
looks nice, but we never get to know anyone other than 
the hissable main villains. We barely get to know anyone 
on Earth, either The way Blomkamp uses a dying little 
girl to pile urgency onto Max's mission is cheap, as if we 
wouldn't care about a dying adult. Visualized but not 
thought through, the bifurcated future society in Elysium 
ends up saying nothing more than Blade Runner, with its 
blimps touting "the chance to begin again in a golden 
land of opportunity and adventure" in off -world colonies, 
said with far more force and wit 31 summers ago.

Are we still viewed as ''ugly Americans?'' 
According to a recent Pew Research Global Attitudes 
Project study, Anti- Americanism is down in Europe, 
despite a persistent value gap.

Pass Placard to be hung on a vehicle's rearview mirror. 
The placard should make it easier for the enforcing 
departments to identify vehicles that are not in 
compliance with the parking rules and regulations. 

A Parking Pass, which costs $10, is required for 
parking at the following locations: Town Landing (off 
Mattapoisett Neck Road), Shining Tides Beach (End of 
Reservation Road), Hiller's Cove Beach (off Aucoot Road), 
Town Beach (Water Street) and Town Wharf (Shipyard 
Park - Water Street). Proof of current vehicle registration 
is required for purchasing a Parking Pass. In addition, 
non-resident property owners must provide proof of 
property ownership; and year-round renters must provide 
a valid lease. 

New for 2013 is the Guest Parking Pass, for use by 
family members and summer renters. The Guest Parking 
Pass must be displayed on the vehicle's rearview mirror 
and is transferrable from vehicle to vehicle. Guest Parking 
Passes can be purchased by a property owner for $35, 
upon the purchase of at least one regular Parking Pass. 
Guest Passes are not replaceable and are not valid at the 
Town Wharf.
